Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1241. 

In  the  interests  of  economy,  an  extensive  report 
is  deemed  unnecessary,  but  perhaps  two  things  are  outstanding 
in  a  comparative  survey, with  the  figures  of  last  year*  First, 
that  the  infantile  death  rate  (aged  under  1  year)  is  slightly 
higher  than  for  1940,  and  the  total  death  rate  for  the  Urban 
District  is  lower  than  in  1940. 

The  satisfactory  reduction  in  the  number  of  what 
one  may  term  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases,  was 
maintained,  and  there  was  an  improvement  in  the  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  figure. 

A  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  was  established 
after  the  school  j noculations  were  completed,  and  the 
attendances  have  been  encouraging.  Staffing  is  by  the  ladies 
of  the  First  Aid  Post,  whose  valuable  assistance  is  much 
appreciated. 


An  outbreak  of  Scabies  in  December  necessitated 
the  cleansing  of  a  family  at  a  cost  of  £l5/-/"«  This  was 
kindly  done  by  the  Derby  Borough  Hospital,  Since  then  we 
have  instituted  a  "Cleansing  Centre"  locally  and  cases  are 
rapidly  dealt  with  as  they  are  notified. 

There  is  no  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
Tuberculosis  notifications,  the  figures  being  the  same  as  for 
the  year  1940. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  these  figures  speak  well  for 
the  second  full  War  year. 

Apart  from  the  fore-going,  there  appears  little 
else  of  an  urgent  nature  that  might  call  for  special,  comment.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

A  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  of  all  children  under 
15  years  of  age  was  commenced  in  February  1941.  Sessions 
were  held  at  each  school  in  the  Town,  and  all  the  Doctors  very 
readily  assisted. 

In  Long  Eaton  there  are  approximately  ,1600  children  under 
5  years  of  age  and  3*600  aged  5  and  under  15 »  and  at  the  end  of 
December  20^  of  those  under  5  and  53*24^  of  those  under  15  had 
received  a  complete  course  of  Immunisation.

Proceedings 
were  instituted  against  one  vendor  for  milk  containing  28  per 
cent  aaded  water  and  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £2  together  with 
10/-. costs.  Letters  of  caution  were  sent  in  respect  of  the 
remaining  samples. 

One  sample  oi  Pork  Sausages  was  also  the  subject  of  a 
caution  notice,  the  vendor  having  sold  Sausages  containing  a 
permissi  ble  amount  of  preservative  but  without  the  declaration 
required  under  the  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations.  ••

County  Council's  Laboratory  for  examination,  (a)  by  the 
Methylene  glue  Test,  (b)  for  Coliform  Bacilli  and  (c)  for 
Tubercle  Bacilli.  ’  v  ' 


In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  at  its  Meeting  m  June  19 ^!l  ,  samples  from  the  two 
pasteurising  plants  have  “been  submitted,  for  examination  each 
month.  12  samples  were  submitted*  Ten  of  the  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

Of  the  72  samples  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  six  proved  post  liver  Five  of  these  samples  we re 
produced  outside  the  urban  district  and  one  within  the 
district. 

The  County  Medical  Officers  concerned  were  notified 
and  as  a  result  two  cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  and  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  1 937* 

In  one  instance  the  guinea  pig  died  too  soon  for  a 
definite  result  to  be  obtained. 

In  four  instances  where  positive  Tubercle  samples  were 
obtained,  cows  affected  with  Tuberculosis  were  not  discovered.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  ending  March  31st  1942,  the  sale  of 
soli  realised  £8.4.6;  the  charges  for- tipping  £9 . i  6.0;  the 
removal  of  trade  refuse  £118.17*0;  and  the  value  of  materials 
salvaged  (  as  shown  in  the  table  below)  was  £2,014*6.11., 

making  a  total  of  £2 ,1 51  »4«58.. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  tree 
of  cost  from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of 
the  Council .  No  less  than  739  loads  from  these  sources  were 

dealt  with.  .  .  ■  r  '  . 

The  average  number  of  premises  receiving  a  weekly 
collection  was  8,505?  and  the  total  amount  of  refuse  disposed 
of  was  6,120  tons. 

The  net  cost  per  house  for  removing  house  refuse 
for  52  weeks  in  the  year  was  7s. 4d,  and  the  cost  of  disposal 
was  2s. Id.  This  cost  when  taken  into  consideration  with 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage,  indicates  that  the 
Town  received  a  very  cheap  and  efficient  servicd*  .  :
